So alarm- 
ing was the situation that the River- 
side, Redlands ‘dnd Colton fire de- 
partments were called into service, 
and the response was prompt. 

At exactly 4:25 o’clock workmen in 
‘the room in the rear of the planing 
mill overturned a lamp. The flames 
‘spread quickly and two minutes later 
the fire was beyond control. Mrs. J. L. 
Jonas, whose home is at Fifth and 
E streets, saw the blaze and immedi- 
ately turned in an alarm. The flames 
spread rapidly. As there was no 
chance of saving the mill, the efforts of 
the department were devoted to saving 
‘the adjoining property. The. flames 
_ spread from the mill to W. G. Wright's. 
cottage, adjoining on the north. Some 
furniture was saved, but the building: 
was praciically des:royed. The Bpisco- 
pal Church, comer of F and Fourth 
streets, next caught fire and was 
razed to the ground. Adjoining the 
church and extending east cn Fourth 
street were the residences of H. C. 
Rolfe, H. Murray, County Assessor A. 
‘G. Kendall and Joseph Marks. All 
were totally destroyed with their con- 
-temts. On the opposite side of Fourth 
street Dr. G. B. Rowell’s residence and 
office and the home of J: D. H. 
Browne, rector of the Episcopal 
Church, were in great danger, but es- 
caped with little damage, Mr. Rowell’s 
-residence being badly scorched. 

Then the fire leaped over half a 
block to the south, and renewed opera- 
‘tions on Court street, passing over the 
residences last named and the Hobbs 
boarding-house. Wilcox & Rose’s big 
.werehouse, F and Court streets, svas 
entirely destroyed, and the three cot- 
‘tages adjoining on the south side of 
Court street were reduced to ashes. 
The awning im front of the Postoffice 
was burned. The Newport Lumber 
Company’s yard was in great danger. 
Sparks end blazing shimgles fell on 
Third street, four blocks from the fire 
center, and water wes tursed the. 
Chief Wright of the Riverside fire’ 

department received @ telegram at 
4:30 o’clock for assistance. Forty min- 
“utes later the department, hose reel 
and horses were on board a special 
Santa Fé train. The run to San Ber- 
nardino was made in twenty minutes. 
' A special train with the Redlands de- 
,partment arrived a few minutes earlier. 
E. Gilbert of Colton hitched the hose 
‘reel, weighing more than a ton, to a 
‘surrey, and with one horse landed the 
‘apparatus in the city in less than hal. 
an hour. 

‘ The wind died out about 5 o’clock. 
This, with the efficient action of the 
‘firemen, soon resulted in the flames be- 
ing centrolied. 

The loss on Whitney’s planing mill 
amounts to $8000, with little or no in- 
surance. The mill was chiefly devoted 
to the manufacture of furniture, and 
‘a large quantity was destroyed. Other 
losses are: Wright’s cottage, $500; 
‘Episcopal Church, $5000, partially in- 
sured; Rolfe’s residence, $1200; Mur- 
ray’s residence, $5000; Kendall’sresi- 
" dence, $3500; Mark’s residence, $2000. 
The loss at Wilcox & Rose’s warehouse 
exceeds $5000. The contents included 
-wagons, farming implements, horse- 
shoes, nails, etc. The insurance is $2000. 
The loss on three cottages adjoining 
Court street amounts to $2000. | 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 29.— 
“About 4:30 o’clock this afternoon 
fire broke out in Whitney’s plan- 
ing mill, and- in a  tew mo- 
‘ments the whole building, together 
with piles of lumber, was in roaring 
‘flames, fanned by a sirong.north wind. 
Cinders, live coals and burning lumber 
were carricd on the wind thousands of. 
feet, threatening to desiroy the princi- 
pal buildings of the city, which lay 
directly in the path of the wind. The 

fire swiftly communicated to the 

{piscopal Church, James Murray’s, A. 
G. ‘Kendall's, ‘the Green estate and H. 
C. Rolfe’s houses, and in a few min- 
utes was beyond control. .” 

oon reports of fire from buildings 
over a thousand feet away and in 
widely-different localities warned the 
authorities that if the city was to be 
saved from destruction prompt action 
Was necessary. A cry for help was 
wired to Riverside, Colton and Red- 
lands, and the fire departments of these 
cities responded promptly to ‘the calls. 
The Colton department arrived first 
on ihe ground; Redlands came next, and 
Riverside closely followed. By the time 
these companies had arrived the fire 
had jumped a distance of three hun- 
dred -feet from the north of Fourth 
street to houses on the south side of 
Court street between E and F streets. 
Four buildings in the locality were 
, Swept away, adding to the flying em- 
bers and multiplying the danger. 

The fire companies were _ all 
time doing good work, turning streams 
of water upon the burning buildings 
-and tearing down the burning ruins. 
Hundreds of men all over the endan- 
gered part of the city were stationed 
on the roofs with buckets and private 
hydrants, and were kept busy in put- 
ting out falling embers. At about 
time when the danger seemed greatest 
and when the business blocks of the 
city ‘were most in danger, the wind 
suddenly died down, and the fire with- 
‘n a’ few minutes, was brought under 


. control. 


The fire started by the overturning 
of a lamp for heating glue in Whit- 

ney’s planing mill on F street, north of 
' Fourth, and burned everything from 
that point south to Fourth street and 
as far east as Fleming's lumber yard, 
together with five frame buildings on 
the south side of Court street, between 
E and F streets. But for the abund- 
ant supply of water under hydraulic 
pressure and the services rendersd by 
the fire companies of Colton, Redlands 
and. Riverside, the main business por- 
tion of the city/would have been swept

One of the greatest personal losses 
met by one individual was that of W. 
G. Wright, who has devoted his life to 
ratural history collections, which were 
in some instances rare, indeed, and 
known to scientists throughout the 


country. These collections had a market | 


value of $15,000 to $20,000. 

The streets were crowded with peo- 
ple with willing hands, but such was 
the fury of the flames that but little 
of the contents of the wooden buildings 
could be saved. Costly pianos were 
taken to the outside of houses, only 
to be abandoned to the flames, which 
devoured so rapidly as to drive away 
helpers before much could be done, At 
one time the alarm became general 
throughout the business portion of the 
city, merchants seized their books and 
cash on hand and took them to places 
of safety. 

The furious north wind died down to 
a soft breeze just as the sun sunk be- 
hind: the horizon, and the danger 
passed. away. Numerous streams of 
water from convenient fire hydrants 
under 200-foot pressure, to say nothing 
of private fire hose, played upon the 
flames and flying embers. and proved 
speedily victorious. So strong was the 
wind that burning 2x4 scantlings, sev- 
eral feet in length, were carried over 
one hundred and fifty feet. 


A SONOMA MYSTERY. 


Suicide of a Man Who Has Puzzled 
the Town. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SONOMA, Dec. 29.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A mysterious stranger, giving 
the name of Sydney H. Johnson, shot 
himself at his apartments in the Un- 
ton Hotel this morning at 9 o’clock. 
R. I. Corbett, a guest of the hotel, 
while passing through the hall, ‘heard 
moans proceeding from room No. 28. 
He went to the door and looked in. 
Seated upon a chair, opposite a mir- 
was Johnson, covered with blood 
and dying from ,the effects of a bullet 
in his temple. The revolver, which 
was lying on the floor near by, he 
had evidently placed to his right tem- 
ple and fired. 

An air of mystery has surounded 
the deceased. Last spring he made 
his appearance in the town, and regis- 
tered as 8. H. Johnson of San. Fran- 
cisco. He had plenty of money, and 
spent jit freely. It soon became the 
common talk of the town how reckless 
this man Johrson seemed to be with 
cash. He made many friends through 
his ae and courteousness, but 

inkling concerning his life before his 
arrival here. All queries regarding 
himself he avoided, and up to. the 
present time no more is known of 
him than when he first came to town. 

One time he said he had a wife and 
child in San Pedro. In order to hide 
his identity he had destroyed all pa- 
pers and effects which might lead to 
discovery, and had even cut the name 
of the hatter from the lining of his 
hat, but under the leather band was 
found the initials, “G. B.’’ The Coro- 
ner’s jury brought in a verdict ‘of sui- 
cide. From all indications, Johnson is 
a man of prominence, and his identity 
will doubtlessly be discovered before 
long. 


PURGED OF CONTEMPT. 


Juror Smyth of the Durrant Case 
Ordered Discharged. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 29.—Judge 
Wallace this afternoon purged ex-Juror 
Horace Smyth of contempt and ordered 
the proceedings against him dismissed. 
When the case was called Attorney 
Dickimson arose and asked for a con- 
tinuance until Monday next. He stated 
that he had received from a trust- 
worthy source a letier to the efiect 
that Mr. Smyth received the informa- 
tion alleged in the complaint during 
‘the progress of the Durrant case, and 
that the fact could be established be- 
yond a doubt if the instructions in the 
letter were carefully carried out.

Judge Wallece asked for the letter, 
and, after reading it, declined to al- 
low a further postponement. He then 
asked Attorney Foote if he desired to 
continue his cross-examina ion of Juror 
Smyth. T.eat.orney anounced rath r 
sharply that he did not. 

‘Judge Wallace, with a few com- 
ments on the poor showing made 
against Juror Smyth, ordered the case 
dismissed. 

ANOTHER SCHEME, . 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
. SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 29.—The at- 
torneys for W. H. T. Durrant will make 
another attempt to gain time, and are 
at present engaged in perfecting an- 
other appeal to the Supreme Court of 
California. If their efforts to save the 
convicted murderer from the gallows 
shall again fail in this direction, an 
appeal will be taken to the Supreme 
Court of the United Staies. 

The new eppeal that is to be filed in 
the State Supreme Court is based on 
the exceptions. taken by Attorneys 
Boardman and Deuprey be ore Superior 
Judge Bahrs when Durrant wes sen- 
tenced the last time. Judge Bahrs last 
Friday settled the bill of exceptions, 
and the transcript is now in the hands 
of the printer. As soon as the docu-

. the Supreme Court and an appeal 
taken. 


The principal objections upon which 
the appeal will be based are that Judge 
Bahrs had no jurisdiction in sentencing 
Durrant to be executed and that in so 
doing His Honor exceeded his authority 
and usurped @ power not legally within 
his province. Attorneys Boardman a:d 
Dickinson contend that the case o - 
ally was in amother department of the 
Superior Court, and no part of it 
should ever have been carried before 
Judge Bahrs. Besides this they con- 
tend that he is prejudiced against the 
defendant. 

In the new appeal to the Superior 
Court, Attorney Boardman will seek to 
‘eise a Federal question It has already 
“een presented to the Federal: courts, 
but he will seek to xnpress the Siate 
jurists with its importance. The attor- 
ney will seek to show that because 
Durrant was never indicted by @ grand

jury, but that he was merely pro- 
veeded e@gakist by information, the 
constitutional te of the prisoner 
were infringed. ould the Siate Su- 
preme Court render a decision adverse 
to Durrant, then an application for a 
writ of error will be made direct to the 
United States Supreme Court. 

Mr. Boardman feels very hopeful 
that by this method of procedure he 
may get the case before the highest 
tribunal of the land. He takes a hint 
from the decision of United States Dis- 
trict Judge de Haven in the Bennett 
case.

Rev. Kenneth Duncan Appears in a 
Sad Role.

SAN JOSE, Dec. 29.—A man giving 
his name as Edward Russell was in 
the Police Court today on a charge of 
petty larceny. He was accused of 
having stolen a bicycle, and was ar- 
rested last night. When brought be- 
fore Justice Gass, this morning, His 
Honor was convinced that the man 
was insane. He asked the fellow 
where he came from, and was startled 
at the answer “Agnews asylum.” 

The Justice refused to arraign him, 
and telephoned the asylum. This 
afternoon an officer came from the in- 
stitution and identified the man as 
Rev. Kenneth Duncan, formerly a 
pastor in San Francisco. He had been 
given a short leave, and fell in with 
evil companions.

The officers believe the man has com- 
mitted a burglary, for he had on his 
person $8 in silver, two valuable scarf 
pins and several other articles of jew- 
elry. They were concealed in his hose. 
When before the court he would only 
say he came from Agnews. He was 
taken back to the institution.

POUNDKEEPER POUNDED. 


RIBAIL OBJECTED TO THE 
IMPOUNDING OF HER COW. 


While Her Son Held the Deputy; 
Who Tried to Take the Bovine. 
She Flogged Him With His Own 
Lariat—Arrests Followed. 


Addison Johnson, the young colored 
man who fills the onerous position of 
deputy poundkeeper, had the most 
exciting adventure yesterday that has 
yet befallen him in the discharge of 
his official duties. Johnson's revenues 
depend upon the number of estray ani- 
males he is able to impound, and he 
loses no opportunity to round-up any 
animal that is not propérly tethered or 
otherwise kept within the bunds set 
forth in the city ordinance regulating 
such matters. 

While reconnoitering in the suburban 
districts yesterday. morning for his le- 
gitimate*prey, Johnson espied a cow 
calmly chewing her cud on the side- 
walk withjn one block of No. 2713 East 
First streét, Boyle Heights, where Mrs. 
Rosalie Ribail and her stalwart son 
Alfred reside. Now the bucolic resi- 
dents of Boyle Heights do not mind 
such a little obstruction as a cow. 
They have respect for the useful bo- 


| vine of the female persuasion and give 


her full right-of-way at any and ali 
times. But the poundkeeper’s dep- 
uty is built on different lines, and it 
hurt his sensative feelings to see that 
cow deliberately violate the city ordin- 
ance by making a loafing place of the 
sidewalk. It did not take him long to 
decide what was the proper thing to 
do in such a case, and before the cow 
had time to low a protest, the encr- 
getio deputy poundkeeper had a lariat 
around her horns and was leading her 
off to the pound. 

It chanced to be the cow of the widow 
| Ribail, and her indignation Knew no 
bounds when she saw the colored lad 
making way with the family’s pro- 
ducer of milk and butter. Entirely 
ignorant of the authority with which 
the young negro was clothed, she con- 
sidered it a bold attempt to steal her 
Summoning her sturdy son to 
her assistance the twain tlew to the 
rescue of the captured milk-giver. 

Young Ribail seized the negro and 
held him in a vice-like grip, while his 
mother with a sharp knife severed the 
eld the cow captive; then 
she cut thé cable in suitable lengths, 
and taking a piece with a hard knot at 
one end, she belabored the unlucky 
deputy poundkeeper most unmerci- 
fully therewith. In vain he begged 
for: mercy, and tried to explain his 
authority. The angry woman only 
whipped him all the harder until her 
strength was exhausted, then her son 
turned the wriggling wight loose and 
warned him not to invade Boyle 
Heights on a cow-stealing expedition 


| again. 


Smarting from his punishment John- 
son hied himself across the river with- 
out the. Ribail cow, and going straight 
to the Police Station he swore out a 
warrant for the arrest of the Ribails, 
mother and son, for obstructing an offi- 
cer in the discharge of his duty. 

Later in the day, the deputy pound- 
keeper, armed with the warrant and 
displaying a special police officer's star 
about the size of a small pie-pan upon 
his breast, returned to Boyle Heights 
and in triumph escorted Mrs. Ribail 
and son to the Police Station. Mrs. 
Ribail broke down cmpletely when she 
realized the fix she was in, but after 
a tedious wait, bail was arranged for 
and she was permitted to return home 
to milk the faithful cow which was the

THE SPECTACULAR ANDREWS. 

The ability of Prof. Andrews of 
Brown University to make @ pictur- 
esque spectacle of himself is not ex- 
ceeded by that of any person on the 
western hemisphere. Prof. Andrews's 
exploitation of his extreme free-silver 
views, which came near costing him 
his position as president of Brown 

University, is well remembered. His 
- extreme views on this question, in the 

opinion of consérvative people gener- 
ally, unfitted him for the position 
which he occupied as the nominal head 
of a great educational institution. But 
the trustees of the university, after 
mature deliberation, decided to retain 
him in his position, with the under-. 
standing that he would thenceforward 
devote his energies chiefly to the legit- 
imate work of the institution. 

Now comes Prof. Andrews to the 
front once more, in an address recently 
delivered in Chicago on the subject of 
“The Generals of the Confederacy,” 
with a fulsome and extravagant 
eulogy of Gen. Robert E. Lee. Gen. 
‘Lee was confessedly a brave man and 
@ recognized genius. No American citi- 
gen, whether of the North or of the 
‘South, desires to rob him of any laurels 
which are justly his due. But the 
adulation of President Andrews is 
simply nauseating. He declared that 
Gen. Lee, as a military genius, was 
the equal of “Gustavus Adolphus, Na- 
poleon, Wellington and Von Moltke.” 
He cast a slur upon the soldiers of the 
Union army, impugning their valor by 
falsely declaring that their victories 
were won only when they fought upon 
their own soil; and he further declared 
that “the cause of Lee is not the ‘lost 
cause’ so much as is suspected. All 
that was good in his cause,” said Prof. 
Andrews, “has been grafted into our 
laws and Constitution.” 

If there was anything inherently 
good in the cause for which Gen. Lee 
contended, the fact has not been made 
conspicuously apparent. The cardinal 
principles of the cause for which Gen. 
Lee fought were the alleged right of 
secession and the alleged right to main- 
tain and perpetuate the institution of 
human slavery. Surely, these “prin- 
ciples” have not been ‘‘grafted into our 
laws and Constitution.” Even. the 
great section of the Union in behalf 
of which the brave but mistaken Gen. 
Lee contended has in effect conceded 
that it made a terrible mistake in at- 
tempting to disrupt the Union, and is 
today as loyal to the nation a8 any 
other section of the country. The in- 
stitution of slavery is dead, and no 
sentiment exists in favor of its restora- 
‘tion. Inasmuch as the “lost cause” 
hinged almost wholly upon these prop- 

. ositions, it is difficult to understand 
how even a person of Prof. Andrews’s 
proverbial views can regard it other- 
wise than as hopelessly and _ irre- 
trievably lost. 

President Andrews is quoted in a 
recent public utterance as expressing 
the opinion that “the Turks are a 
nobler and more moral race than the 
Armenians.” This opinion has no im- 
mediate connection with the opinions 
above quoted, relative to Gen. Lee and 
the “lost cause,” but it serves to cast 
some light upon the workings of Presi- 
dent Andrews’s unique though no doubt 
colossal intellect. It is not at all sur- 
prising to find a man who defends the 
unspeakable Turk also apologizing for 
and attempting to defend the crime 
of secession. 

From the foregoing it seems plainly 
evident that the trustees of Brown 
- University made a great mistake when 
they consented ¢o retain the services 
of President Andrews. A man, holding 
views so erratic and far-fetched as 
those expressed by him is decidedly 
out of his element as the head of a 
great institution of learning. As a 
Populist stump orator he might prove 
@ howling success, though his seces- 
sion views would probably cause him to 
be repudiated and rotten-egged, even 
by the Populists. As an educator of 
the nation’s young manhood, he is a 
ssngy misfit, a fraud and an abomina- 


Mrs. Bob has removed the ban from 
the antipodean scrapper and expert 
jolter of the solar plexus, and we may 
now expect a flood of language that 
will swamp the country.

The 
scheme appears chimerical to a degree, 
as by the time the hardy animals 
reach this county, if any of them were 
alive, the starving miners will probably 
be long past caring for supplies o 
anything else. F

Mounted police of the Canadian gov- 
ernment have been taking im relief 
supplies via Skeguay, it has been 
stated in the course of the conferences 
om the subject, and they are building 
caches for the preservation of the 
goods about seventy-five or one hun- 
dred miles apart. 

E. 8. Rosenfeld, general manager of 
ths company controlling the newly-de- 
vised spow and ice engines, today sub- 
mitted a proposition to the Secretary 
of War for the transportation of 150 
toms of government supplies from the 
head of Lynn canal to Dawson City 
at 26 cents a pound of weight. All ar- 
rangements, accoutrements and rations 
of the army detachment, not exceeding 
fifty tons, are to be carried free both 
wavs. The scheme contemplates send- 
ing the trains over one of these water 
routes, the Dalton route from Haines’s 
Mission, the Chilkoot route from Dyea, 
or the White Pass from Skaguey. 

Sir Julian Paumncefote, the British 
Ambassador, sent an official communi- 
cation today tio the Secretary of State 
announcing that the British govern- 
ment will permit the detachment of 
the United Statés army accompanying 
the relief expedition to cross the Brit- 
ish territory in making the trip. The 
detachment will be accompanied by a 
representative of the government as an 
escort while passing over British soil. 


MONEY IN FREIGHTING. 


J. J. MeKay Makes Fifty Thousand 
Dollars That Way and Trading. 
{RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
TACOMA (Wash.,) Dec. 29.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] In eighteen months 
J. J. McKay has made $50,000 in trad- 
ing and freighting in Alaska. He re- 
turned from Dawson last night. In 
March, 1896, he started with eleven 
dogs, and began freighting between 
the summit of Chilcoot Pass and Lake 
Bennett. When the river broke up 
he went to Circle City and engaged 
in logging and building and selling 

cabins. 

In November, 1896, he went to Daw- 
son, bought more dogs and com- 
menced freighting, He made several 
thousand dollars buying flour at Fort 
Selkirk, and reselling it at Dawson. 
Later he came out, and last spring 
had a large number of dogs packing 
between the summit and the lakes. 
In June he took twenty-four passen- 
gers and their outfits through to Daw- 
son. on scows; then made a_ quick 
trip out, and in September started 
again with twenty-four passengers 
and six tons of supplies. They left 
Lake Bennett October 3, and October 
14 were in Dawson. 

McKay then put men to work on his 
two claims, In five weeks they made, 
a clean-up, and on November 24, he 
and his wife started out, making the 
trip in twenty-six days to tide water. 
McKay and many, others who re- 
turned yesterday are*preparing to 
start in again with supplies, which 
they expect to sell for $3 a pound at 
Dawson in March and Apfil. — 


BIDS FOR SUPPLIES. 


Klondikers not to Be Experimented 
on With Canned Goods. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CHICAGO, Dec. 29.-Capt. D kL 
Brainard, who is to leadi the govern- 
ment Klondike relief expedition, and is 
now at the Virginia Hotel, is busy pre- 
pearing and sending to papers in St. 
Paul, Kansas City, Seattle, Tacoma, 
Portland, San Francisco and this city, 
advertisements for proposals for sup- 

plying the food. 

The advertisement calls for the de- 
livery of 260,000 pounds of food at 
Skaguay not later than February 65. 
The more important items are 75,000 
pounds of bacon, 112,000 pounds of 
flour, 5000 pounds of beans and peas, 
4000 pounds of butter and 1000 cans of 
condensed milk. 

Capt. Brainard said it had been de- 
cided not to try to use condensed foods, 
except milk, both for the reason that 
it was felt that this was no occasion 
for trying experiments and because 
the foods advertised for would be found 
more suitable to the needs of the occa- 
sion than condensed foods. He said 
he would leave for Viancouver Barracks 
in a day or two, and that it was ex- 
pected the expedition would leave for 
Skaguay about the middle of Febru- 
ary. It will be composed of fifty sol- 
diers, sixty Laplanders and 500 rein- 
deer, and it was thought it would be 
able to make the trip to Dawson in 
from four to six weeks. The one thing 
that was troubling him now, he said, 
was the fear that they would not have 
sufficient food for the reindeer, as he 
had been informed no reindeer moss 
grows along the Dalton. trail.

* NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—Edward Hart- 
ford, who, with Havelock Wilson, con- 
stituted the British Trades’ Union del- 
egation to the Nashville convention of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
sailed for Southampton on the Ameri- 
can liner St. Paul today. Before sail- 
ing Hartford said: “The policy of 
the American Trades’ Union in not 
engaging in politics as a body is 
stupid. How can they expect to ob- 
tain any lasting reforms if they hold 
aloof? By pursuing their present 
method of ignoring the control of po- 
litical machinery as a means of bet- 
tering their condition, they are not 
Only fatally injuring their chances, but

“Your American politicians, as a 
Tule, are moved to legislation for the 
masses only by a show of superior 
force. Exalted feeling your politician 
has not. Let the Trades’ Union force 
this style of puppet into retirement, 
and send men to boards of aldermen, 
legislatures and Congress who will not 
pretend to be the friends of the people 
in their speeches, and in secret sell 
out to the corporations and the money 
power. 

“Things in England used to be much 
as they are in the United States, but 
they have changed.

Prohibits the Killing of Seals by 


Americans and Their Importa- 
tion into This Country. 


EXTENSION OF RECIPROCITY. 


ENGLAND HOLDING OUT FOR HER 
OWN TERMS, 


Satisfactory Trade Concessions the 
Only Thing That Will Persuade 
Her to a Settlement of the 
Sealing Dispute. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Ex-Secre- 
tary Foster had a brief interview with 
the President, after which the Presi- 
dent approved the bi: “prohibiting 
the killing of seals in the Northern 
Pacific by American crtizens,” passed 
by Congress before it adjourned for 
the holidays. 

The bill prohibits the importation of 
sealskins into the United states, “raw, 
dressed, dyed or manufactured.”’ The 
penalty for violation of the law is a 
fine of not less than $200, or more 
than $2000, or imprisonment for not 
more than six months, or both, for 
each offense, including the forfeiture 
to the United States of the vessel, its 
tackle and cargo. 


RECIPROCITY NEGOTIATIONS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 2¥.—A spécial to 
the Herald - from Wasningten says 
that, coincident with the rejection by 
Lord Salisbury of the latest seal prop- 
osition submitted to him by Ambas- 
sador Hay, Sir Julian Pauncefote, the 
British Ambassador in Washington, 
has resumed reciprocity negotiations 
with Special Commissioner Kasson. Al- 
though Special Ambassador Foster is 
still determined to arte:npt to force 
Great Britain to a settiement of the 
sealing question without concessions 
from this government, some officials 
of the administration believe that on 
the linking of the reciprocity and seal- 
ing questions depends’ the final de- 
cision of Great Britain on both. 

Through Ambassador Hay, the 
State Department has been informed 
by cable that Great Britain has re- 
jected the proposition or this govern- 
ment that it consent to the 
ment entered into between rhe United 
States, Russia and Japan for the 
suspension of pelagic sealing, notwith- 
standing .that the arguments of the 
United States were reinforced by the 
information that the legislation is 
pending under which Americans will 
be prohibited from engaging in pelagic 
sealing. 

The President has not yet approved 
the act passed by Congress imposing 
this prohibition, but it is not thought 
that Great Britain’s rejection of the 
latest proposals of this government 
will have any effect on his action. 
ENGLAND WANTS EXTENSIONS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British Ambassador, 
has about recovered from a long and 
painful attack of rheumatism, which 
kept him in bed for a part of the 
last three months. The fact that he 
was able to call at the State Depart- 
ment yesterday led to reports that, co- 
incident with Lord Salisbury’s dec- 
lination of the proposition to stop 
pelagic sealing, Sir Julian had re- 
newed reciprocity negotiations. His 
call, however, has no significance, as¥ 
Sir Julian did not know of Lord Sal- 
isburys answer at the time he visited 
the State Department. 

As to the reciprocity negotiations, 
they have progressed steadily through 
Mr. Adam, first secretary of the Em- 
bassy, and Sir Julian will now be able 
to give the matter personal attention. 
The main desire of the British West 
Indian Colonies is to secure the 20 per 
cent. reciprocity reduction on sugar. 
What will be offered in exchange has 


| not as yet been determined. 


At the outset the, purpose of the ne- 
gotions was confined to the British 
West Indies, but the present indica- 
tions are that efforts will be made to 
include Canada among the colonies re- 
ceiving the advantages of reciprocity. 
How far this can be done, in view of 
the failure of the Bering Sea negotia- 
tions, is not clear, but it is probable 
that the British government will pre- 
fer to have the negotiations embrace 
all of the colonies—including Canada— 
instead of repeating the action, when 
the last reciprocity treaties were 
framed, of confining them to the West 
Indian possessions. 

In this connection it may be stated 
that Mr. Kasson, the Special Plenipo- 
tentiary Commissioner of the United 
States, charged with the conduct of 
the negotiations of reciprocity § ar- 
rangements and treaties under the 
tariff act, has not undertaken to con- 
sider the subject of reciprocity with 
Canada. This abstention on the part 
of Mr. Kasson is attributable to the 
fact that the subject of reciprocity, 
pure and simple, as described in the 
tariff dct, has become so involved with 
the seal question and other issues as to 
become practically inseparable from 
them, and so the entire subject of 
Canadian relations appears to remain 
in the control of ex-Secretary Fos:‘er. 

It has been expected that the recov- 
ery of Sir Julian would permit active 
steps on the British-American treaty 
of arbitration. There is no _ present 
prospect, however, that anything will 
be done on that subject, and up to this 
time no negotiations have been opened 
between the Ambassador and the State 
Department. Both governments have 
signified a favorable attitude toward 
reopening negotiations, but the British 
government will take no whatever 
until a definite assurance shall be had 
that such treaty as may be proposed 
will become operative by the ratifica- 
tion of the Senate. 

It is said that the answer of Lord 
Salisbury on the Bering Sea question, 
which has been briefly reported by 
cable, adds no new phase to the case, 
as this declination was foreshadowed 
with certainty by the answer of Sir 
Wilfred Laurier, the Canadian Pre- 
mier, declining to stop pelagic sealing. 
The action of Lord Salisbury merely 
adds the imperial and official sanction 
to this declination of the Canadian 
authorities. As the Russo-Jananese- 
American treaty made several weeks 
ago for the stoppage of pelagic sealing 
was conditional on the concurrence of 
Great Britain in a similar measure to 
stop pelagic sealing, it is presumed that 
the effect of Great Britain's action will 
be to nullify this treaty.

THE CITY’S STREETS. 


AXNUAL REPORT FILED BY 
PERINTENDENT DRAIN: 


He Recommends That Street Sweep- 
img and Street Sprinkling Be 
Transferred to His Department. 
City Council Expected to Ap- 
point a School Director Today. 


The annual report of Street Superin- 
tendent John Drain for the year ending 
November 30 was filed yesterday with 
the City Clerk, An important feature 
of the report ie the recommendation 
that the supervision of street sweeping 
and street sprinkling should be trans- 
ferred from the health department to 
the street department. The report is 
as follows: 

' “I have the honor to submit herewith 
the annual report of the work done by 
and under the supervision of the street 
department, from November 30, 1896, to 
November 30, 1897, together with cer- 
tain tabulated and written matter ap- 


public streets, which may be of inter- 
est to you. 

“In the consideration of this report it 
is well to bear in mind the fact that 
the force of this department is entirely 
inadequate for the amount of work re- 
quired to keep our thoroughfares in 
good condition. The extensive mileage 
of the streets of this city requires more 
than one laborer to each thirteen miles 
and more than one team to each thirty- 
five miles of streets, which has been 
about the average during the past 
twelve months. It is utterly impossi- 
ble to keep the streets in the condition 
Memanded by the traveling publio with 
such an inadequate force, and the time 
has come when something must be 
done to remedy the conditions now ex- 
isting. Without the codperation of the 
City Council no better results can be 
obtained, and I earnestly urge that 
some means be devised to materially 
increase the force of this 

“The matter of leaking fire hydrants 
should be taken up and provision made 
for the proper care of the same. I am 
of the opinion that this matter should 
be in the hands of the fire department, 
and I am certain that if means were 
provided, it would receive due atten- 


ferent departments is a matter the re- 
sponsibility of which rests with you. 
The street sprinkling, street sweeping, 
and all work done on the streets. be- 
longs in the street department, and 
should come under the supervision of 
the Street Superintendent. By the 
present manner of distributing the

and Sixth streets. 

“Another matter which I believe can 
be remedied by you is the tearing up 
of streets by ‘he railway companies for 
‘the repair of their tracks. Under the 
present conditions no permission is nec-

In the 
eleven months of the present adminis- 
tration 348 of these walks have been 
constructed, and it is safe to say that 
more than four times that number are 
necessary to meet the present require- 
ments of our rapidly-growing city. 

“During the past year this depart- 
ment has collected more than $2000 for 
connections that have been made with 
bonded sewers, and as no estimate can 
be made of the amount required for the 
repair of public sewers, I urge that this 
money be placed to the credit of the 
street department, to be drawn on as 
may be neccesary for the repairing of 
sewers. More than $1500 has been ex- 
pended in the past eleven months for 
this work, and unless funds are pro- 
vided it will be necessary to cease these 
repairs.” 

The expenditures of the street de- 
partment from November 30, 1896, to 
November 30, 1897, were as follows: 

Salary, $68,393.26; lumber, $3140.07; 
gravel, $4433.47; asphaltum, $1173.84; 
hardware, $919.97; repairs and expense, 
$3986.41; stationery and books, $931.29; 
cement and porphyry, $130.75; new ap- 
paratus, $954. 

Of the above amounts the sum of 
$6444.84 was expended during the ad- 
ministration of Mr. Dbrain’s predeces- 
sor, and the balance, $77,618.23, during 
the present administra.ron, making a 
total of $84,063.06 for atr expenses in- 
cured in this department for the past 
twelve months.

neighboring buildings or permits. 

In all but the last provision the pro- 
posed ordinance makes it mecessary to 
secure a permit for the storage of hay 
from the Fire Commissioners.

THE LUTGE MUDDLE. 


LONG BEACH SCHOOL TRUSTEES 
SUE FOR A RESTRAINING ORDER. | 


Ask That the Unpaid Balance for 
the Construction Work Be With- 
held from Contractor Lutge. 
Will Complete the Building 
Themselves. 


The trustees of the Long Beach 
school district are taking a hand in 
the Lutge muddle, a petition for an 
order restraining the County. Treas- 
urer from cashing a warrant, made 
out to the contractor for $912.18, hav- 
ing been filed with the County Clerk 
yesterday. 

Theodore Lutge had the contract for 
the construction of a new high school 
building at Long Beach. On the first 
of the present month he received an 
installment on the contract price 
amounting to about $2500. He brouzht 
the money home with him, and ac- 
cording to Lutge’s story, placed it in a 
box in his room at night. In the 
morning, he says, he discovered that 
the money was missing, and repre- 
sented to the police that he had been 
robbed during the night. These state- 
ments were taken with liberal al- 
lowances of salt by several creditors, 
who charged Lutge with having con- 
cealed the money and concocting a 
robbery story for the purpose of de- 
frauding them. The contractor was 
immediately arrested and . charged 
with: high misdemeanor. He was ex- 


for trial under $1500 bonds. 

In the mean time work on the school 
building, which was only half com- 
pleted, had been stopped. The trus- 
tees represent that under the pro- 
visions of the agreement with Lutge, 
the right was reserved by the. trus- 
tees to complete any work upon the 
building left unfinished in any emer- 
gency that might arise. They now 
propose to let out the unfinished work 
under a new contract, and ask. that 
the County Treasurer be restrained 
from paying to Lutge any moneys 
that may remain unpaid on the origi- 
nal contract. ; 

The complaint sets forth that on 
August 25 last the plaintiff entered 
into an agreement with Lutge to erect 
a public school building in the town 
of Long Beach, Lutge agreeing to fur- 
nish all the materials and have per- 
formed all the labor necessary, the 
building to be completed on or be- 
fore February 1, 1898. +The contract 
price to be paid was $11,269. The 
agreement provided that monthly 
estimates of the value of the work 
done, based upon the contract price, 
be made in writing by the architects 
and filed with the trustees of the 
school district, Lutge to receive 75 per 
cent. of the estimate. The balance, 


the filing of a written statement by 
the architects declaring that the work 
had been completed according to the 
contract, It was specially provided 
'n the contract that should Lutge, at 
any time during the progress of the 
work, refuse or neglect to supply a 
sufficiency of materials or workmen, 
the trustees should have the power to 
Snish the work, the expense to be de- 
ducted from the contract price. 

The trustees aver that the sum of

PAPA ROLLER WINS. 


Suit to Quiet Title Decided by 
Judge York. 
Judge York has decided in favor of 


estate in this city, 
brought by him against Francesca M. 
Roller, wife of J. H. Roller, s6n of the 
plaintiff. The value of the property in- 
volved hes proved to be of far less _in- 
terest than: the incidents connected 
with the transaction brought out in the 
trial of the case. | 

. About a year ago John H. Roller, the 
son, suddenly disappeared this 
city. His whereabouts are as yet un- 
known; Shortly after his departure J. 
C. Roller, the father, produced.a deed 
to the property owned by his son and 
claimed’ possession. The son’s wife 
denied the validity. of the deed, alleg- 
ing that pressure had been brought to 
bear upon her husband and charging 
the father with having induced her hus- 
band to leave in order that he might 
obtain possession of the property. 
Later she set up the claim that the 
property had been homesteaded and 
she asserted full right to its possession 
and ownership. The father contended 
that the deed had been executed by his 
son before his marriage to the defend- 
ant. In his decision Judge York held 
that “‘the plaintiff, after his son’s mar- 
riage to defendant, Francesca, spoke of 
the property to her as her husband’s 
property. Unsatisfactory explanations 
have been made of some of these posi- 
tions taken by the plaintiff. The evi- 
dence upon which the- cause was sub-; 
mitted appears incomplete, and I am 
impressed that other material evidence 
has not been produced. From the:evi- 
dence before-me, however, it is proyen, 
that the defendant, John H. Rolle, 
conveyed the title to the land in ques- 
tion before he married Francesca; that 
even if fraud were alleged, the convey- 


subsequent conduct of father and son, 
with reference to the title, did not op- 
enate to reinvest John H. Roller with 
the title, either legal or equitable, or 
Pestop the plaintiff from claiming the 
property as against John i. Rol er or 
his wife.” | 

The wife put up the defense that the 
deed to the property had not been filed 
until several months after her hus- 
band’s departure. Concerning this 
point, Judge York says: © . 

“The fact that the deed from John H. 
Roller to plaintiff was not recorded does 
not support the homestead declaration. 
Defendant Francesca could claim as a 
homestead only what her husband 
owned at the time of the filing. *« As 
between plaintiff and his son, the deed 
unrecorded was the same as the deed 
recorded. As between the parties to 
the deed, recording has no significance. 
Had the transaction not been complete 
by reason of the non-delivery of the 
deed, the homestead would have been. 
a factor in determining this contro- 
versy, but the evidence shows a deliv-. 
‘ery of the deed long prior to the mar- 
riage. It follows that the evidence on 
which the cause was submitted estab- 
lishes plaintiff's title and his right to 
have the same quieted.” 

From the bench Judge York stated 
that upon the evidence presented in the

Here is a 
manufacturing concern—the largest of 
wts kind in the world—engaged .in the 
production of the greatest of all the 
necessities of human existences, which, 
nevertheless, is, by its own confession, 
conducting its business on a gambling 
basis. This statement needs no quali- 
imation, The company does not hesitate 
to assert that a large part of its efer- 
Bies have beem devoted to speculation 
iwheat.” Again it says: 

“This is in line with what has taken 
place in.so many other industries, and 
especially those whose stocks have 
been, of late ears, introduced into 
Wall street and into Lombard street. 
These concerns have not been content 
svith doing merely a manufacturing or 
mercantile business. In too many in- 
stances they have gambled in the ‘raw 
material.’ The Pillsburys have bought 

Neat for their manufacturing needs, 

ma then, as an offset to any possible 

in the conduct of their ordinary 
-®usineéss, they have gone into the’ pit 
@nd gambled against the future. The 
creation of enormous corporations and 
trusts.introduces the temptation to 
undertake ‘to corner the raw material,’ 
‘’ a course which is quite as likely to lead 
“to ruin as to success.” 


COMMERCIAL. 

HOLIDAY ORANGES. Under the 
heading: ~Do Holiday Orange Ship- 
ments Pay?’ the Fruitman’s Guide, 

New York, has an article, based on a 
statement originally published in the 
Ontario (Cal.,) Record, which contains 
some assertions the orange-growers of 
Southern California would do well to 
ponder over. It says: 

“The writer has often heard eastern 
people say, in speaking of California 
oranges: ‘Oh, your oranges look nice, 
but they are so sour that it is no pleas- 
ure to eat them.’ Inquiry as to the time 
‘they purchased the sour fruit always 
elicits the same reply, ‘About holiday 
time.’ Further inquiry as to why Cal- 
ifornia oranges had not been tried later 
‘fn the season often brings the answer: 
"The one experience was enough. I 
didn’t want any more things like 
those.” Growers lose much more in 

e end by shipping unripe fruit, than 

* the fruit was held until it had ri- 
pened. The market of the late shipper 
is spoiled by the man who sends out 
green fruit early in ‘the season, and the 
whole demand for California oranges 
is lessened. People will rarely be fooled 
twice. If they buy California oranges 
once and they are sour, they are not 
very liable to buy again and expect 
them'to be sweet.” 


MANDARINS FROM ITALY. The 
Philadelphia Grocery World prints 
the following: ‘“‘Riverside navel or- 
anges grown in Spain made their ap- 
pearance in the eastern markets last 
year, and now California mandarins 
from Italy have begun to arrive. 
They are said to be from trees grown 
from seed obtained in California nn 
The fruit is packed in 
American boxes and is decked with 
tinsel and tin foil a la Italiennea On 
the covers stands out in bold letters, 
“Riverside,” and other sections in 
California where the seeds were pro- 
cured.”’ 


fe LEMON FREIGHT RATES. The 
Fruit Trade Journal of New York, 
speaking of the rates charged by 
Steamers for freight on lemons from 
Mediterranean ports to United States 
Atlantic ports says: “We understand 
that steamer freights from Sicily hav: 
been put down to the modest figure 
of 20 cents per box. At this rate o 
freight and what is now paid to Uncle 
Sam we are back to the figures of 
1881 and 1882 for freight and duty 
when California, by the way, did not 
anterfere.. We are afraid that even th. 
ow rate of freight will not cause ex- 
porters to be in a great hurry to do 
a very large business, especially when 
they have reports of the results of 
late. sales.” 


BIG SUGAR REFINERY. The 
opening of the big Arbuckle sugar re- 
finery at Brooklyn, N. Y., is announced 
for April 1 next. It will have a ca- 
pacity of 4000 barrels per day. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


A NBW ILLUMINANT. In a report 
to the State Department, Washington, 
P. V, Denster, United States Consul at 
©€refeld, Germany, tells of the discov- 
ery of a new illuminant which, it is 
claimed, will do away with the present 
system of illuminating public places 
with the electric arc light. The details, 
as reported, are as follows: 

“Ernest director of 
the gas works of the city of Crefeld, 
has Invented an improvement in incan- 

ent gas burners; which relates to 
the production of incandescent gas- 
light, based upon the discovery that, 
when the pressure of the gas is consid- 
erably increased upon the incandes- 
eence body, the said body emits a 
golden-yellow light, very agreeable to 
the ey6, displaying objects in their nat- 
ural colors. The gas is supplied to the 
Burner at a pressure of about three and 
one-half atmospheres, the burner, to 
withstand this high pressure, being of 
Special construction. A single incan- 
descent jet of the ordinary size can 
emit a light of much more than 1000 
candie power. The light is of such in- 
tensity that a person is enabled to read 
the finest print at a distance of 100 to 
160 feet. The inventor claims that the 
cost of his incandescent light of 1500 
wandile power is only 4% cents per hour, 
While that of the ordinary electric lighi 
power is (in Germany) 14 
‘eents per hour. In the apparatus con- 
Structed by Salzenberg, a hydraulic 
pressure of 3.5 atmospheres, and even 
more, may be forced through the im- 
et Auer burner. The invention is, 


however, only applicable where water- 
works exist.”

Exciting Jack-rabbit Chase With 
Grayhounds on North Isiand. 


HOTEL DEL CORONADO, Dec. 29.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] The first coursing 
event of the season here was held Tuesday 
afternoon on North Island, and was partici- 
pated in by a large number of guests from 
the hotel. Tally-hos, four-in-hands, carry- 
alis, carriages, buggies and carts were out 
in number, all filled with enthusiastic ladies 
and gentlemen, many of whom had never 
before seen a race between hare and hounds.
